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Comes now SouthEast Telephone, Inc. (“SouthEast”), by and through counsel, 

and hereby objects to the Motion for Rehearing filed by BellSouth Telecommunications, 

Inc. (“BellSouth”). 

PROCEDURAL BACKGROUND 

As BellSouth aptly summarizes in its Motion for Rehearing, this matter has 

limited procedural background. On June 8,2004, SouthEast notified BellSouth and this 

Commission that it was adopting a dispute-resolution provision contained in the 

interconnection agreement between BellSouth and Cinergy. SouthEast adopted this 

provision pursuant to the language of 47 1J.S.C. §252(i), which provides that “[a] local 

exchange carrier shall make available any interconnection, service, or network element 

provided under an agreement approved under this section to which it is a party to any 

other requesting telecommunications carrier upon the same terms and conditions as those 

provided in the agreement.” BellSouth filed an objection to SouthEast’s adoption notice. 

The Commission Staff issued data requests to both parties on August 10,2004. After 

responses were filed, the Commission issued its September 29,2004, Order granting the
